Ranking On Form Puts 
Bimelech, Dit, Pictor And 
Mioland In Money For Derby

Last week this column concluded 
that at that time the three best can- 
didates for the Kentucky Derby were 
Bimelech, Pictor, and Mioland, and 
suggested that the stake events of 
the coming week should serve to 
clarify the situation still further. 
Fortunately, this proved to be the 
case. 

Bimelech duly appeared on Thurs- 
day at Keeneland, and gave a good 
display to win the Blue Grass Stakes 
of a mile and an eighth from Mr. J. 
E. Widener’s Roman, and another 
colt belonging to Col. Bradley, called 
Bashful Duck. The time for the race 
was 1:51, which is good but not 
startling. On a time-weight-distance- 
track-speed basis, it is about a fifteen 
pound better performance’ than 
Arnold Hanger’s Dit turned in to 
win the $20,000 Wood Memorial at 
Jamaica on Saturday. 

However, in winning this stake in 
commanding fashion, Dit beat all 
the leading three year old colts in 
the East except Pictor, the winner 
of the Chesapeake Stakes. The Wood 
Memorial was particularly interest- 
ing in giving a line between Dit and 
Pictor, as Andy K. ran in both races. 
According to the charts, Dit beat 
Andy K. much more easily than did 
Pictor in the Chesapeake. If we treat 
Andy K as a reliable trial horse, the 
result of the two races makes Dit at 
least ten pounds better than Pictor, 

So far as the Eastern and Ken- 
tucky colts are concerned, the result 
should be 1. Bimelech, 2. Dit. 3. Pic- 
tor. This ranking affords no clue as 
to where to place Mioland. There is 
no reliable common line between 
Mioland and the other colts, so far 
as I can find. We must therefore,

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Hunting With The Welsh Hounds 


An Account Of Sport In The Fell Country 
In Which The Advantages Of The 
Welsh Hounds Are Discussed 


Editor’s Note: The Chronicle is grateful to Mr. Newbold Ely for sending this 
account. of a hunting tour of England and Wales before the World War II. 
He and Mrs. Ely were guests of Lord Davies and Herbert Rees, the latter 
President of the Welsh Hound Association.

Welsh was the Saxon word for foreigner but the Welsh were not foreign- 
ers at all. They were the real Britons and Welsh was their ancient speech, 
even though when J. Caeser popped over in 43 A. D. Latin became the of- 
ficial language for nearly 400 years. Through all the centuries since, the soft 
musical Welsh has survived, and even today many of the old country people 
in Wales know no other. We even noticed that our host, the master, would 
speak to most of the people along the way in the old native tongue. The 
language seems made to order for the famous Welsh Eisteddfods, and per- 
haps environment has so influenced their Hounds that they also have ac- 
quired the same musical ability. 
of a pack of Welsh Hounds. 

We have now almost passed through the sheep which only go up 1,000 
feet. In fact, it was lamb killing by the foxes which had brought the Pantys- 
gallog Hounds here. The landscape spreads out like a huge rolling sea. Light 
gray olive with the peat showing like brownish ink stains. Below us is 
Mme. Patti’s house, now a sanatorium, doubtless her spirit has carried on 
those musical traditions,-—for many still consider her the greatest soprano 
of all time. White smoke rising in the dark grey distant valleys shows the 
colleries. The hills are dotted with grey boulders which have an almost per- 
pendicular outcropping, with jagged ends like pieces of a giant’s saw, stuck 
around, and the ground is full of silica which gets in Hounds’ feet. Huge 
black crows go flapping off. But they aren’t crows. They are ravens and we 
almost expected at least one of them to quoth ‘‘Nevermore’’. They pick the 
eyes out of lambs, and live to be over 100 years old, although I believe their 
diet has no bearing on their longevity. Now they are almost extinct. 

We are reminded of Surtees speaking of the Surrey foxhounds ‘one of the 
most striking features in the aspect of this chosen region of fox-hunting, 
which the sportsmen take the thing. On they go

is the quiet easy manner in 
now trotting gently over the flints—now softly ambling along the grassy 
ridge of some stupendous hill-—now following each other in long drawn out 
files.’ and Daleman’s ‘‘and so we go, and are soon in an unknown country 
of great sound moors with grey stone walls and gorse coverts—-mile upon 
mile of it; and a grand unspoilt moorland country’, and Kingsley’s ‘‘Water 
Babies’’——‘‘heather and bog and rocks stretching away and up, up to the very

A gentleman eighty two years old rides in front of us, erect as a West

mounts all look a nice type and seem up to a lot of weight, and we hear two 
of them have won a lot of prizes. Our hunter, kindly loaned us by the master, 
is clipped like his own, hair left long in a straight line back including under- 
part of belly,—not just the legs. I begin to wonder if they have an extra set 
of nostrils punched in them like the Bolivian llamas to help breathing at 
high altitudes. Always near by is Cheshire Cat Smith, a contemporary of

the immortal David Rowlands, the Glog huntsman, yet active as a cat, with 


a long Robin Hood staff in one hand and a regulation hunting crop in the 
other,——his constant grin crowned by a black derby, and his hunter Shank’s 
mare. But now the veteran Smith has stopped to cock an ear, and far away we 
hear a distant murmur. Already the foot people are streaming along the 
ridges like ants, and several of the terrier men have their field glasses up 
Now the Hounds’ cry comes over the hills like thunder.

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Hunting With The Welsh Hounds

o ground. Out of the ground the terrier man appears, as behooves a

good terrier man. This lad knows it’s his turn and with him is Mona,—half 
Sealyham, and half smooth fox terrier. Soon she is down below, but apparent- 
ly she can’t get to the fox. Then appear the miners who although due for 
the night shift this evening in the colleries, work as though they were in a 
gold vein of pay dirt. The growling below becomes more savage. Suddenly 
there is a scuffle at the top and an old black and tan bitch on guard is almost 
knocked over,....and a red furry shape is streaking down the dingle, but 
the red, and white, and blue shapes are closing in and soon everything is one 


big growling pile of bodies 


During all of this our master has been sitting on a rock in a most calm 
and detached manner. Everyboay seemed to be following out his instructions, 
yet he never seemed to give any. My, I thought, how I would like to have 
that brush or mask, and I was right there at the kill too, all day I’d been 
manoeuvring in the field for a good position! But my host didn’t seem to 
know whether a fox had a brush and a mask. He finally got up and I follow- 
ed him back to our horses. And there tied to my pommel was the mask on 
one side and the brush on the other! Today they hang in our hallway next 
to great-great grand pappy Newbold’s clock,—-and just as much prized. Mr. 
Spicer of Leamington did the job, and it’s not easy keeping the hairs in on an 


April vixen. The plaque beneath the mask reads: 
Pantysgallog CWM-GIEDD Hounds 
April 6th, 1936. 


And then all of us drifted down and finally reached the Gwyn Arms, and

with the master, and with Smith with his black derby and his crop,—with 
Mona who was still bleeding a bit around the head,-—photographed with the 
fierce looking Welshman who as Surtees said had ‘‘an enormous pair of 


moustaches, which give him the appearance of having caught the fox him- 
self and stuck its brush below his nose;"’ and then everybody was photograph- 
ed with the fuzzy red Hounds and the fuzzy white Hounds and the fuzzy blue 
Hounds. But finally we were inside the Gwyn Arms, or at least as Many as 
could get in, and beer was passed out to those outside, and a fire burned 
cozily in the grate and a large grandfather clock ticked cheerily just like 
erent great grand pappy Newbold’s far away back home, and our beer glasses 
were freshed up, always most briskly, by the host of the Gwyn Arms,—and 
the tales were told of the ancestors of these Hounds and the men who hunt- 
ed them, of how the parishes of Llanwonne, Llanfabon and Eglwysilan were 
noted for their Hounds and each parish had its pack, but that at Llanwonno 
was the most famous and the hunts were presided over by the master of that 
pack, Mr. Thomas Williams of the Glog, Llanwonno, and as they were com- 
bined they became the Llanwonno and later the Glog with Mr. Williams the 
King among Welsh huntsmen, and as the small packs in Glamorganshire 
and Moumouthshire were given up their best Hounds were given to Mr. 
Williams so that their blood lines could be preserved,—-Will O’Grinden’s, 
Perkins. Gilfoch-goch, Bedwas, Bedlinog, Eglwsilan, Clydach Vale, Cefn 
Forest, Tynyewmmer. Later the whole Glog pack and most of the old Gel- 
ligaer went to the Pantysgallog How foxhunting was practically the only 
recreation of the various” parishes my host afterward wrote me “how 
when they combined for a hunt great was the excitement and rivalry be- 
tween the followers, for nearly all of the Hounds were kept at walk and each 
walker considered himself the moral owner of his charge and directly re- 
sponsible for his Hound's prowess in the field,—-the speed, endurance, 
gacity and music of each and every Hound were critically 





general hunting si 
noted by most of the followers of the hunt, many of whom would be as un- 
tiring, enthusiastic and voicferous as the Hounds they proudly toiled after, 
for, in those days, hunting in Wales was almost entirely followed on foot, 
except for an occasional Squire who followed on horseback; the distances 
covered and the speed of some of these foot-huntsmen now appear almost 
incredible to the present pampered generation. The Welsh Hound, of all 
Hounds has differed less from its ancestors during the last three or four cen- 
turies than any other species or breed of Hounds except the bloodhound. This 
is borne out in paintings by Landseer and other artists whose conception of 
Hounds used for hunting in wild and rugged countries differs little from the 
real Welsh Hounds of today.’ Their colors ‘‘were identical with the colors of 
the Hounds of France as described by George Tarberville in 1576... . the 
Hounds hunting the highlands of West Glamorgan which included the dist- 
rict hunted by the Gelli, were chiefly black and tan. More inland the Hounds 
were of the grey or badger pie color. In the center of Glamorgan, which in- 
cluded the country hunted by the Glog, the Hounds were chiefly lemon and 
white with many pure white. On the borders, where Glamorgan Monmouth- 
shire adjoin, and on the Western hills of the latter country, the Hounds were 
mainly red in color.’ Gradually as packs have combined and changed 
Hounds, the colors have been mixed. 


From the early days when foxes were hunted to preserve lambs, down to 
the days of sport, that cry and perserverance were consistently bred. Both 
so well described by Surtees when he chronicles a Welsh pack as “‘The Stout 
as Steel Hounds’’—‘‘the Hounds were of a breed now rarely seen save in hill 
or mountainous countries, being bright colored rough muzzled animals com- 
bining the power, mettle and endurance of a foxhound with the hard bred- 
bitten pertinacity of a terrier’. Sir John Buchanan-Jardine has these inter- 
resting comments: “The Griffon Vendeen (of France),....besides resembl- 
ing the Weish Hound in appearance, has much in common with that breed 
in working qualities and also has rather the same weak points. Both are full 
of energy and activity, both have good noses, both strains are inclined to 
be riotous, and neither has quite the stamina of some other breeds. This 


similarity, remarkable as it may appear at first sight, is not really so much to 
he wondered at when one considers the very close relationship that no doubt 





existed between the Hounds of Brittany and those of Wales. As I have al- 
ready pointed out, the Briton people themselves colonized Brittany from 
Wales some time toward the end of the fifth century A. D. So what seems 
more probable than that they should have taken their hunting dogs with 
them, in fact, it would have been amazing if they had not done so. And for 
many hundreds of years after that date the two peoples kept in very close 
touch with each other and no doubt exchanged Hounds dozens of times’’. 
The rough coats of the Welsh Hounds came from this rough indigenous 
strain in Wales, ‘‘ancient Celtic rough-coated Hound” like the original 
Hounds of Gaul which are described by the old Roman writer Arrian, and 
came over to Wales long before the Jutes, Angles or Saxons. This also is 
the source of that red or grizzled tan color so popular with some of the lead- 
ing Welsh masters, and so characteristic of some of their best working 
Hounds. 


There were two other strains which went into the Welsh packs. One was 
the Rev. John Russell’s lemon and white old-fashioned staghound bitches 
given to “Smash Lewis’ in 1826 for his Welsh friend, John Dillwyn Llewelyn, 
of Penllergare, near Swansea. The other was the Morgan Abbey Hounds from 
France. Baron Joubert had the names of the original Hounds and the monk 
who brought them over but died before getting it all down. At the dissolution 
of the monasteries in the reign of Henry VIII the monks had to leave Man- 
gam, so they gave these black and tan Hounds to the Lord of the Manor, 
and they went to the Jenkins of Gelli or Gelly. There is a Welsh ode to the 
Margam Hounds “‘Llais y cwn a’u swn yn seinio’”’ ‘‘Written in 1660 by 
Kdward Dafydd. 


As an illustration of the individual hunting abilities of the Gelly, Mr. Price 
tells of how ‘“‘the late William Williams, Esq. of Aberpergwn, having sus- 
tained considerable loss in his poultry yard, sent a message to Mr. Morgan 
Jenkins, Ton. Resolven, asking him to get the Gelly Hounds to come over 
to try to kill the marauder. Mr. Jenkins sent a messenger to his brother at 
Yuiscorrwg asking him to send back a few Hounds with his man, but only 
the Hound walked at Yniscorrwg, named Driver, could be found, which he 
took with him. The following morning Mr. Jenkins took his Hound to a cover 
called Cwmllwyn Edward, between Theola and Aberpergwn, and there found 
a fox, whch went to Craig Penlan, Craig Rheola, and the mountain, over 
which he crossed to near Onllwyn; doubling back he again came into the 
Neath Valley, closely followed by Driver, and after travelling the whole of 
Rheola and Aberpergwn covers he once more took to the mountains, but 
failed to reach the summit, being too hard pressed by Driver. He again made 
for the Vale covers, from which he retreated to Craig-Clwyd fawr, where 
Driver killed him in the open, Mr. Morgan Jenkins being the only one pres- 
ent.”’ And the Llanearvan Hounds known as Will Y. Grindon because of the 
master and huntsman Wm. Miles of Llancarvan, alias Will Y. Grindon would 
hunt a fox to death with only a few couples; his best run being only 1-% 
couples out, killing at the end of thirteen hours. 


One story was told about David Rowlands, huntsman of the Glog, Dai 
Llwynperdid he was called, from his farm LLwynperdid,—as often happened 
the hunt passed through various sections and people mounted their horses 
and joined in. After this had been going on most of the day a man with a 
fresh horse heard Rowland cheering his Hounds ahead of him, and couldn’t 
imagine how that dignitary with a spent horse had passed him. He found 
that Rowland had hopped a train. ..On another occasion Hounds caught 
their fox on a steep incline. Rowland was below and couldn’t get up. A 
butcher had grabbed the fox, and Rowland knowing by this position that 
the fox was dead beat and would fall, yelled at the man—‘‘Don’t you know 
any better? Let Hounds have him!’’ Whereupon the poor man let go the fox, 
and fox and Hounds tumbled to Rowland who got the brush. On another 
occasion a rival huntsman and Rowland reached the fox almost together, 
and again the other man was a butcher by trade. The butcher was a bit 
ahead of Rowland, but didn’t know exactly how to cut off a brush. While 
he was fiddling around, Rowland was up and drew the dull edge of his knife 
across the butcher’s hand, which scared the latter so he let go and Rowland 
got the brush. In fact, my host said he wouldn’t have put it past him to have 
used the cutting edge. And then there was a man in our friend Mr. Llew- 
ellyn’s town of Aberdare who had a pub in the old days and also a tame fox 
which he would lead around in a big loop and end up at his pub, so the hunt 
would of course finish there and business would flourish. And how on their 
way back from all these hunts there was great rivalry about respective packs 
and how they were great fighters—not the Hounds but the people and on the 
way back there were many fights as they stopped in all the pubs on the way. 
And how in later years Mr. Llewelyn lost 52 of his Bwffa Hounds in a disused 
mine and was three days getting them out, finally cooking kippers at the en- 
trances to the shafts, finding the current of air took the smell back and 
Hounds followed the smell to the opening. 


This recalled the incident in Mr. Price’s account of the presentation of a 
silver medal to Mr. Thomas of the Bear Hotel, Cowbridge, by, Mr. J. S. 
Gibson, master of the Glamorganshire Hounds. The medal reads ‘The 
Glamorganshire Hounds rescued by Mr. Thomas Thomas, 10th October, 
1881. The fox had been most unaccomodating, having previously gone in a 
chimney from which he was dislodged by the whipper-in, ‘‘Hounds hunted 
the line through Crabbla to and fro, and thence away toward St. Hilary and 
the Beaupre coverts, rolling over their fox close to an old lead mine shaft, 
and in the struggle three couples, with the fox, slipped and fell down into the 
pit, which, strange to say, is open and unprotected, although some sixty feet 
deep and about five feet square; while there are others equally dangerous, 
all open, in the same wood, worked many years ago. The master gave oders 
for the Hounds to be taken home, while Mr. Thomas, Cowbridge, galloped off 
to procure ropes and tackle to recover the Hounds. The necessary material 
being procured, Mr. Thomas and the terrier man volunteered to go down. 
After some tedious waiting, the first Hound (Dulcimer) was hauled up in a 
large hamper; then Notary, Windermere,, Whimsical, Freedom, and finally 
Rummager, all not much the worse, save Rummager, who had a broken 
thigh, and Windemere an injured stern. The marvel is that they were not 
all killed. Then came the task of hauling up Mr. Thomas and Johnny—no 
easy matter, but happily accomplished without accident, Mr. Thomas coming 
up first with the fox, and finally Johnny”,

(Editor’s Note: the following is an 
extract from the article appearing in 
the Camden paper, of April 12:) 

Caesar is dead. The brown gelding 
went to sleep April 5 and that after- 
noon was buried in a plot of his be- 
loved land near Dicey’s 
Creek. 

The passing of Caesar was of more 
than ordinary importance to lovers 
Caesar had attained the 
of 41 years. Foaled in 
Tennessee in 1899, he came to Cam- 
den in 1907, brought there by the 
late George T. Little. That same year 
James Team rode him in polo games. 
His age is attested by Dr. T. B. 
Bruce’ Veterinarian, who recalls 
treating Caesar for an injured fore 
foot in 1907. 

Mr. Little sold Caesar to Newton 
Boykin and he was used for many 
years in polo games. He was such a 
good pony that Mr. Boykin refused 
a $1,000. offer for him. Old time 
followers of polo recall Caesar as an 
extremely fast pony on the polo field 
and also a winner in many flat races. 
At one time Caesar was taken to 
Orlando, Fla., to play in a polo tour- 
nament there, but was not used as 
the Florida players asserted he was 
“too fast’? for them. 

Later Newton Boykin sold Caesar 
to Warren H. Harris who used him 
as a saddle horse for several years. 
On Feb. 21, ‘27, Henrietta Me Willie 
Johnson purchased Caesar and used 
him to teach beginners to ride, a 
program he carried on for 12-years 
when he was retired. 

Caesar was known to hundreds, 
who loved him for his gentle ways.

ette-smoking, cocktail-drinking, late- 
sitting-up young jockeys of today. 
There were no wild nights’ with 
Frank Wootton; he was in bed early 
and, as a chubbyfaced kid got up 
early in the morning as fresh as a 
lark to ride prebreakfast work on 
the on some of the animals 
which were to be his mounts later in 
the day. Born 1893, Frank began to 
ride in England in 1906, in which 
year he had 16 winners. He was top 
of the Jockey’s List 1909 to 1912, 
and second in 1913.

He stuck to hurdle 
events, however, once admitting to 
that he “didn’t like those big 
fellers or the open grave.’’ He would 
only ride certain horses over hurd- 
les and eventually tired of the N. H. 

Frank was more interesting 
in his youth than when he grew old- 
er, for despite all his Turf successes, 
travel and experiences, he was not 
latterly either cheery or much of a 
conversationalist.
